Washington, Sept. 3. -The 
first flrreat pledice of the Demo* 

ocratic party to the people was 
advanced another step toward 
fulfilhnent to day when the Sen* 
ate. bv a vote of 44 to 37, pass* 
ed the Underwood-Simmons 
Tariff Bill, equalizing the bur- 
dens of taxation.' All three par- 
ties were represented in the 
vote for the bill, for Senator 
DaFoHette, Republican, and Sen* 
ator Poindexter, progressive, 
went on record in behalf of the 
measure. The opposi.ion includ- 
ed twodemoerata— Thorton and 
Ransdell. both of Louisiana, 
who opposed the free listing of 
sugar.
